Selling 
Surplus Is

Selling the former City Hall 
Annex, on the west side of Bradford 
Avenue, with an attractive price tag 
on it of $36,500, just isn’t going to be 
easy, Placentia City Council 
members discovered last week.

which border it in Placentia, Yorba 
Linda, Brea and Orange County. 

Homeowners immediately organ- 
ized to stop the project on acreage 
which had been annexed to the city 
of Placentia only a few months 
before and on which a tenative 
single family residential zoning had 
been indicated.

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Giant Step Toward County Fire 


A firefighting package that would 
provide Placentia citizens the use of 
an aerial ladder truck at all structure 
fires and station the paramedics 
within the city  limits...at a 
reportedly lower cost than the 
Placentia Fire Department now 
costs, squeaked by city council 
Tuesday night by one vote. 

The vote authorized city participa- 
tion in a contract with the County of 
Orange ‘‘for providing for the 
furnishing of fire protection services 
to the city.”’ 

Councilmen Jack Gomez and 
Robert Langer opposed the 
resolution for a variety of reasons. 
Councilman Gomez asked for 
something in writing from the Local 
Fire Fighters Union #2147 (AFL- 
CIO) legal counsel that they would 
not disrupt the merger. Councilman 
Langer wanted a more detailed 
accounting of all the expenses and 
costs involved ‘‘and what the figure 
would be on the bottom line.” 
Langer also was concerned about 
fire prevention services. 
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The meeting, which had been 
called for the small conference room 
in City Hall was quickly moved to the 
meeting room in the new library 
when most of Placentia’s firemen 
and their wives and members of the 
public appeared. The matter was not 
a public hearing and there were few 
speakers from the floor. 

Also attending was Ray Rhoads, 
executive assistant for Orange 
County Board of Supervisors 
Chairman Ralph Diedrich. Rhoads is 
overseeing negotiations from the 
county side. 

At the close of a two-hour session 
of intra-council debate, Mayor 
Robert Lyons voted yes on the 
intention to pursue a contract for his 
stated reasons. 

**Right now if we have a structural 
fire in the city of Placentia, if we 
don’t go outside our city limits, we 
get six men responding to a call. 
Under the set up proposed by the 
county, for less money than we’re 
paying now, we will have 11 people 
responding to the same fire.

“Right now, any portion of our 
city, south of Madison, is outside the

“At less cost to the citizens, it 
adds stability to our fire department 
that now guarantees for 21 months 
at a fixed price, something we can’t 
do with our own fire department. 

‘**And I acknowledge the need for 
bottom line costs and I acknowledge 
the need for written statements from 
the union. These things can be 
developed during the time of the 
negotiations with the county. 

‘I want to get this thing moving. 
We've been advised that it takes 30 
to 60 days.’’ 

County figures released during 
the prenegotiations give the cost of 
contracting with the county at 
$646,019 a year.

Attractive Park Ready To Use 


A 95-acre package of pleasure was 
gift wrapped and delivered Thrus- 
day as Carbon Canyon Regional 
Park opened its gates to an eagerly 
awaiting public. 

Around 1,000 people turned out 
for the dedication ceremonies which 
also gave them a preview look at the 
vista of lake, trees, tennis courts, 
children’s play grounds, picnic 
kiosks, a mile and a half of winding 
bike trails and room to radio fly 
model planes and to sail model 
boats. And yards and yards of green 
stuff. 

The park is located less than two 
miles from Imperial Highway and 
Valencia Avenue, streets easily 
recognized in Placentia and Yorba 
Linda and is available for SU cents, 
the price of parking a car all day. 
Those on foot may enter free. 

Groups of 50 persons or more are 
asked to make arrangements in 
advance because of the anticipated 
use of the park. 

The dedication ceremonies Thurs- 
day combined nostalgia with 
intentional immediacy and brought 


pleasure to young and old. 

The fascinating history of the area 
was explored evolving from the 
original occupants of the land, the 
Shoshonean Indians to the old 
Rancho San Juan Cajon de Santa 
Ana which belonged to Juan Pacifico 
Ontiveros on to Abel Stearns, a 
wealthy land baron who next 
purchased the land. 

The part of Carbon Canyon that is 
Olinda, where the park lies, was a 
paradise for farmers and ranchers 
and cattle and sheep grazed in the 
park fields. 

Then came oil and the newly 
formed Union Oil Company next 
bought the land. On the park lands 
were offices, houses, a school and a 
store. The next innovation was the 
building of Carbon Canyon Dam, to 
deter the flooding creek waters. 

The park today offers other 
attractions. A ten-acre redwood 
grove occupies the south arm and 
trees planted by Milton Armstrong 
around his home, were saved and 
dedicated to his son, Major Jack 
Armstrong, a decorated fighter pilot 


during World War II, who was killed 
in a fighter plane crash attempting 
to better his own world speed 
récord. 


And for the youngsters who 
Thrusday lined the rim of the 
four-acre lake with fishing poles in 
hand, Orange County Supervisor 
Chairman Ralph Diedrich thought- 
fully launched some impressive size 
catfish, which as quickly as possible, 
headed for the safer and deeper 
center of the pond.

service at $439,043 and a year at 
$646,019. An additional $25,000 
would be owed present firemen for 
vacations and other benefits. 

The current costs of operating the 
city-owned fire department were not 
discussed but the department 
budgeted roughly at $750,000 
including paramedics at $61,000 a 
year. 

Present county plans would be to 
use Placentia’s two fire stations and 
purchase a new trailer, at around 
$25,000 for the back of Station 1 on 
Bradford Aenue. The latter could 
possible be paid off by the city of 
Placentia and would then become 
city property. 

The county service level calls for a 
fc ‘yr man engine company at Station 
1 and at Station 2 on Valenica 
Avenue would be quartered a 3-man 
engine crew, the paramedics team 
and the aerial truck and crew. 

Ray Rhoads, Supervisor Died- 
rich’s assistant and a Yorba Linda 
resident, explained: ‘‘A special 
tailor-made fire department could 
not be made for Placentia...Some of 
these questions are not very 
relevant, as to whether we take this 
truck out or put this truck back in. 
We have come up with a figure 
which we think is the best possible 
figure. 

‘‘We’re not in the business of 
running a fire business, to sell to 
cities for profit. We try to break 
even. If a house is on fire, a certain 
level of service turns up. If you have 
a big arson here in town, you have 
the whole arson squad. When you 
have a system that is backed over the 
entire county with all that 
equipment, you have more people 
rolling on every fire and more 
equipment.”’ 

Councilman Gomez emphasized: 
‘I would like to see something in 
writing from the attorney for the 
union that says ‘Go ahead and do it’. 
I don’t want to be put in the position 
where we make a decision and then 
the union comes back and says, 
‘Wait a minute, We have an 
agreement with you.’”’ 

Also discussed was the issue of 
absorbing all of the current 
Placentia fire personne! into the 
county system. 

Rhoads said that the county would 
have a problem finding a place for 
‘the number of people that you have 


and at the ranks that they hold. We 
have to spread them through the 
system. 

‘*Now to be completely candid, we 
have a fire chief for instance and he 
won't like it if we have another one. 
So he is going to have to come over 
as something begide a fire chief.’ 

Rhoades explained that although 
Placentia would have the services fo 
fire prevention and arson, another 
area of questioning, personnel in 
these departments would not be 
stationed in Placentia on a 
24-hour-a-day basis but would be 
available. Boundary dropping with 
the city of Anaheim also will be 
pursued, he reported in answer to 
council queries. 

Councilman Langer submitted 
several pages of questions for which 
he had requested answers including 
disposition of personnel. Answers 
included that the county would 
accept all personnel and all would 
become California State Forestry 
Service employees’ with the 
exception of Fire Chief James Sims, 
Batallion Chief Mike Chenard and 
the department secretary, all of 
whom would be county employees, if 
they choose to join the county. 

Another subject of concern was 
that the city would probably no 
longer have a Fire Reserve Program. 
Program. 

Still to be discussed by the 
council is Placentia Fire Department 
equipment including fire trucks and 
automobiles. The county expressed 
interest in three of the pumpers but 
not in two others. 

Expected to be considered is the 
possibility of leasing of the 
equipment rather than outright sale, 
in the event the city might change its 
mind after 21 months and wish to 
reestablish its own fire department 
again. 

Councilman Langer stated: ‘‘l 
would be in favor of just leasing to 
the county, for this reason that 
maybe 21 months from now, we will 
have a brand new council and I think 
they should have the prerogative of 
determining what kind of service we 
are receiving from the county and 
whether they want to continue on 
with it or whether they want to start 
up their own new fire department. 
And fire trucks cost a lot of money, 
so | would be in favor of holding on 

to them for at least 21 months.’’

When students return to Esper- 
anza High School in the Placentia 
Unified School District September 
10, they will find almost 45,000 
Square feet of new classrooms to 
house their rapidly-growing student 
population. 

The additions complete the 
district's newest high school, which 
opened last year at 1830 N. Kellogg 
Dr., Anaheim, and increase the 
student capacity by 50 per cent, 


according to Dr. John Parrish, 
principal. 
. The phase II construction 


amounts to $1.5 million, making the 
total cost of the campus approxi- 
mately $6.35 million. 

Included in the new 44,676 
square-foot addition are 20 class- 
rooms for history and English, a 
400,seat performing arts facility 
which can be used as four separate 
classrooms, vocal and instrumental 


music rooms, facilities for drawing 
and painting and ceramics classes, 
an addition to the wrestling room 
and a room for girls’ dance and 
gymnastics classes. 

Official capacity of the campus is 
1,850 students, but because of the 
flexibility available in class schedul- 
ing and the new facility, Esperanza 
will be able to accommodate almost 
2,0UU students, Parrish said. 

Student enrollment this fall is 
expected to jump by more than 250 
over last spring, making a fall 
population of approximately 1,550, 
Parrish noted. 

Esperanza High School, which 
was designed by William Blurock & 
Partners of Corona del Mar, is built 
on a modified open classroom 
concept. All walls, except those in 
the science areas with built-in 
equipment, are movable to increase 
flexibility of the buildings. 


Council Awards Homeowner

City Staff's recommendation to 
eliminate a bottleneck on Placentia 
Avenue at Sunset Street by 
widening the major thoroughfare 
within the exis ‘ing 7% foot right of 
way, was accepted Tuesday night by 
the city council.

Ben Minamide, City Engineer 
pointed.out that there had been two 
accidents at the narrowed street and 
that 13,000 vehicles pass the section 
daily.

Turn around an old U.S. history course maxim that ‘‘trade follows the 
flag’’ and you have a hint of the government’s strategy for normalizing 


relations with Cuba. 


Last week the State Department announced that Latin American 
subsidiaries of U.S. companies may now obtain licenses to sell to Cuba ‘in 
countries where local law or policy favors trade with Cuba.”’ 

in effect, this means indirect trade in those Westrern Hemisphere nations 
which have begun trading with Cuba since the recent lifting of the OAS 
(Organization of American States) blanket ban. 

The State Department took pains to minimize any diplomatic signifiance 
in the new policy. Since it is only one step removed from resumption of direct 
trade, however, one doesn’t need much imagination to believe that a modest 
amount of indirect trade will make the American people so accustomed to 
the idea that full trade won’t be far off. 

Presidential Press Secretary Ron Nessen said of the move, ‘‘There is no 
advantage that we can see in a permanent antagonism between the United 


States and Cuba.”’ 


Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D., who has been tub-thumping for 
normalization for months, said the U.S. sanctions against Cuban trade have 


been a ‘‘self-defeating mistake.”’ 


Others of the Washington establishment have been talking in the same 


vein. 


What is missing is any official or even off-the-cuff declaration from our 
leaders that trade and diplomatic relations won't be resumed unless 


minimum U.S. requirements are met. 


If such requirements have been established, no one is talking about them. 
In fact, the State Department keeps as low a profile as possible on the 
matter, not wanting to stir passions among Cuban ex-patriots in the United 
States or risk a barrage of criticism from conservatives. 

The absence of any talk about the need for a quid pro quo in order to 
normalize relations with Cuba suggests either that the State Department is 
afraid to insist on one or is keeping secret its plans to get one. 

Critics of detente in State’s misguided tiptoe diplomacy over the Panama 


Canal are fearful it’s the former. 


; There is plenty of ground for quid pro quo negotiating with Castro. One 
item should be an agreement by Cuba to deny landing and refueling rights to 


Soviet aircraft. 


This last spring, Soviet warplanes refueled in Cuba during the worldwide 


Soviet naval maneuver ‘‘Okean 75.”’ 


They then proceeded to make 


simulated attack runs off our East Coast. 

Other U.S. objectives in quid pro quo bargaining could include denials by 
Cuba of naval base rights to the Soviets; reaffirmation of U.S. naval base 
rights at Guantanamo; compensation to Americans for property seized by 
Castro; free movement between the two nations; written guarantees by 
Castro that he won’t attempt to export his revolutionary tactics to other 


Western Hemisphere nations; and rest 
in Cuba, including religious freedom 


oration of human rights and freedom 


There hasn’t been a single election in Castro's **paradise’’ since he came 
to power. That’s a point worth talking about, too. 

Recent conciliatory gestures by Castro, including the return of $2 million 
ransom money he had impounded in connection with a U.S. airliner 
hijacking, indicates that he is ready to talk turkey with the United States. 

Since we can accomplish both humanitarian and national objectives in the 
Process, it’s time for the Washington establishment to lift its Cuban 
dialogue above the level of that advertising slogan, ‘‘Since we're neighbors, 


let’s be friends.”’

PUSD Bus Schedules 


Bus schedules for the Placentia 
Unified School District have been 
printed and are available at all of the 
district’s 21 schools. 

Students who live beyond 
designated walking distances to 
their schools are eligible for busing, 
according to supervisor of transpor- 
tation Ed Mier. Distances are a mile 
for kindergarten through third 
grades, 1% miles for fourth through 
sixth grades, 12 miles for seventh 
and eighth grades and 22 miles for 
ninth through twelfth grades. 

“These distances are used as 
guidelines for providing student 
transportation,’’ Mier explained. 
**Exceptions may be made when the 
safety of students is at question or 
when a student’s physical condition 
requires transportation.”’ 


Most of the schedules remain 
about the same as last year’s, Mier 
said. 

All students living within the 
Brookhaven, Golden, Sierra Vista, 
Van Buren and Wagner elementary 
areas and El Dorado High School are 
within walking distance of their 
schools. 

Almost 4,000 students are bused 
daily to Placentia district schools, 
Mier noted. Eight 16-passenger 
buses transport students to special 
education classes throughout the 
district. In addition, 20 large--79 and 
91 passenger buses--will service 
students in Placentia schools. 

Information about specific busing 
schedules may be obtained by 
calling schools in the attendance 
area in question.

Introduce Aid Bill 


California Senators Alan Cranston 
and John V. Tunney have introduced 
legislation authorizing $125.5 mil- 
lion in federal funds to partially 
reimburse local school districts for 
the cost of educating some 45,000 
Vietnamese refugee children over 
the next two years. 

The bill, which has the backing of 
Democratic and Republican leaders 
Mike Mansfield and Hugh Scott, 
would mean a $40.2 million refund to 
California communities where 
roughly one-third of those children-- 
some 14,400--are expected to settle 
with their families. 

The senators reported that HEW 
has agreed to make a maximum one 
time payment of $300 per refugee 
child in schools where, in the 
Department’s opinion, there is 
““extreme impaction’’. 

“That clearly is not adequate,’’ 
Cranston and Tunney said. They 
said the average cost of education is 
$1,260 per pupil, plus another $300 
for special language programs, a 
total of $1,560 per refugee child. 
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They said the Administration's 
proposal ‘‘ignores the fixed costs of 
schools, already budgeted. «It 
ignores the potential for significant 
numbers of refugee children to be 
present in the public schools this fall 
or later in the school year. It skirts 
the firm promise of the federal 
government to help avoid financial 
hardship in local communities. And 
it ignores cutbacks in school 
programs that may have to be made 
in order to accommodate additional 
children.”’ 


The Cranston-Tunney bill calls for 
full reimbursement of $1,560 per 
refugee pupil aged 5 to 17 for the 
school year beginning this Septem- 
ber. They estimate the  totab 
first-year cost at $84 ‘million. 


Reimbursement would be drop- 
ped to SO percent the second school 
year beginning September 1976, at a 
cost to the federal government of 
$41.5 million. The program 
terminates September 30, the end of 
the 1977 fiscal year.

OCTD Gets 


$14.5 
Million 


The Southern California 
Association of Govern- 
ments (SCAG) has ap- 
proved more than $14. 
million in local transporta- 
tion funds for the Orange 
County Transit District 
(OCTD). 

According to Ralph B. 
Clark, chairman of the 
SCAG Transportation and 
Utilities Committee, and 
Orange County Supervisor, 
approximately $1.4 million 
of the money will be used 
along with $3.2 million of 
federal funds to add 50 
large buses and 46 small, 
buses to the existing OCTD 
fleet. 

A similar amount of 
money has been approved 
for two bus _ service 
facilities, one in Garden 
Grove and another located 
in the south county area, 
Clark said. 

‘*In addition, nearly $1.2 
million wili be used along 
with over $4.9 million of 
federal funds to design a 
multi-modal terminal in 
Santa Ana and in Anaheim, 
design ten park-and-ride 
lots, and expand parking at 
commuter rail stations in 
Santa Ana and Fullerton,” 
Clark explained. 

He said the cost of these 
and other projects-such as | 
thé’ replacement of some 
existing buses, purchase of 
bus shelters, benches, 
signs, signal and communi- 
‘cations equipment-would 
be about $8.7 million.

To Compete 


Fairway Ford in Placentia 
may not appear to be one of 
the country’s busiest recre- 
ational vehicle centers from 
the outside, but it’s a fact 
that it is Ford Motor Co.’s 
most active Bronco outlet. 

In pickup trucks it is a 
beehive of activity not only 
in sales, but in special 
accessories and equipment 
for them that add even 
greater strength and mobil- 
ity than the factory can 
build in.

Placentia Post #277 of the 
American Legion is proud to 
participate in the Placentia 
Memorial Fountain dedica- 
tion program Sunday Sep- 
tember 7th, at 2 p.m. the 
organization said this week.

Gates Urges 
Bills Support 


Orange County Sheriff- 
Coroner Brad Gates is 
urging the citizens of this 
area to write to their State 
legislators so that law 
enforcement legislation 
now pending might have a 
chance of moving out of 
committee during this 
session. 

‘*Now that we are in the 
home stretch of legislative 
action in Sacramento, many 
bills that could deter crime 
and in turn offer greater 
protection to our citizens 
may die in committee due to 
the lack of public support,"’ 
stated the Sherriff. 

He added, ‘‘The irony of 
it all is that there is no 
significant cost attached to 
the passage of these crime 
bills but without them our 
citizens are faced with 
increased costs at the local 
level by having to add 
personnel and equipment to 
an already strained budg- 
et.”’ 

Presently, there are 
seven bills that have cleared 
the State Senate and are 
being debated in the 
Assembly Criminal Justice 


requiring mandatory prison 
sentence for those convic- 
ted of using or carrying a 
firearm during the commis- 
sion of a dangerous felony. 
4. SB 237 (Carpenter), 
requiring mandatory prison 
sentence for burglars with 
two or more first or second 
degree burglary convic- 
tions. 
5. SB 554 (Presley), makes a 
battery of a person 65 years 
of age or older a felony 
rather than a midemeanor.

seven months ago assumed 
his present position, told 
Placentia businessmen. 

Ruiz explained that the 
laws of the land governing 
the dispensation of welfare 
all stem from the Social 
Security Acts of 1935. 
‘That is the legal basis of 
all welfare programs in the 
United States,’’ Ruiz out- 
lined. 

He said that trying to 
improve the system and 
make it more efficient by 
using a barrage of direc- 
tives is like ‘‘sticking on 
bandaids.”’ 

Ruiz explained that he 
works under four boards of 
directors at the same time, 
including the federal gov- 
ernment, the state, the 
county supervisors and the 
juvenile court and that he is 
responsible to all four. In 
three months time, he 
received 168 directives from 
the state alone, that 
required that he take some 
kind of action. 

“It’s a terrible way to 
manage anything,’’ Ruiz 
embellished. In addition, he 
explained, the courts any- 
time can make decisions 
that can vitally affect case 
loads and the management 
of the department. 

‘‘Welfare needs the best 
kind of management and it 
has the worst kind of 
management. I have ten 
minutes of every day to do 
any planning. That’s abso- 
lutely ridiculous,’’ Ruiz 
added. 

Ruiz supervises a depart- 
ment of 1,500 employees 
with a budget this year of 
$104 million. 

The largest welfare pro- 
gram in the county in 
numbers of people is food 
stamps, which is servicing 
55,566. 

More than 15,000 fam- 
ilies are receiving welfare 
payments including twice 
that many youngsters. Ruiz 
finds many of his depart- 
ment’s statistics in direct 
correlation with the state of 
employment in the county. 

Ruiz’s department basic- 
ally has four programs to 
administer: financial and 
medical assistance to peo- 
ple who are eligible; food 
stamps; social services and 
protection for children 
against their parents and to 


see that they lead a 
reasonable life.
